As the horse-drawn vehicle 


age was followed by the advent o£ 
tbe auto age, so the traveling stock 
companies that flourished. In 
the 


"Gay 
Nineties" and early" 1900> 


••ere supplanted by the movie era. 


Tnere are many still living who 


] recall Corse Payton, "the world's 
best worst actor" and bis stock com- 
pany, who every winter played to 
crowded house* In th« opera bouses 
here. 
Other stock companies thai 


were favorites In the days of not so 
long ago were the Myrtle Harder 
Stock 
Company, 
Tommy Shearer 


Stock Company featuring Isa.belle 
Fletcher as leading woman; the- El- 
roy StocK Company and the Morri- 
son Comedy Company, to mention 
bui a few of the favorites with the 
theatre goers of over a quarter of a 
rtntury ago. 


Who recalls the rush line that 


formed early each nigbt on Spring 
street waiting for tbe doors of tbe 
old Liscomb opera bouse to open. 
Thi* theatre in later years was re- 
placed with the modern Orpheum 
theatre. Dome of tbe silent movies 
and later tne talkies, downtown. 


Talk about tbe dangers of tbe old 


type football game it could not be 
compared to toe danger to limb and 
doming of those taking part In th* 
rush for the choice seats In tbe gal- 
lery when the big doora of tbe thea- 
tre swung open. 
Half an hour be- 


fore the opening time the crowd* of 
boys and younc men would gather 
on Spring etreet. and tbe crowd 


j would «way back and forth. Those 
{nearest the doors would crash Into 


them, causing them to sway on their 
hinges and groan protesting!?. 


Back and forth would away th« 


rush line, and those In tne line bid 
to be nimble on tbelr feet in order 
to avoid being knocked down, al- 
though so great was tbe rush tint 
there was more danger in bein| 
squeezed to death. 


While tbe rush waa on for tha 
choice seats in tbe gallery tbe mon 
favored ones financially wbo scorned 
to be seen among the gallery gods 
waited until the rush bad subsided 
and they strode majestically up to 
the box office and purcbased either 
the twenty or thirty cents sga.Mjb- 
pending on their financial affluence 
that night. 


The gallery gods of those dip 


were a rougb and ready crowd. Tbsr 
would show tbeir pleasure or cU- 
pleaaurea at the act"t« on the Btaje 
by booing or cheering. Tbe vilUrn 
came in for his full share of dUip- 
proval, ind tne more be was hi.ed 
by the gallery gods tbe better icor 
he was. 


Among tbe good old melodracas 


of those days were "The Opfcm 
Fiend". "Marked for Life", "Xonb- 
ern Lights", "Way Down Ett", 
"Princess of Patches", "Mother ad 
Son", and hundred* of others. 411 
of tbe melodrama* la order t<f Bike 
an appeal had to (serve equal por- 
tions of comedy and drama/with the 
aero winning tbe girl in tne last Kt 
as tb* curtain dropped In {he "file- 
away klaa".

Actors In those old stock compa- 


nies had to be \ersatile for a stock 
company seldom exceeded 12 acton. 
and many of them bad to dout'e 
during tbe evening 
performance. 


Tbere were alto the specialties be- 
tween the wta. Usually a corner 
team or a monologulst, and a vool- 
ist. And they bad to be good enourh 
to pleaae tbe gallery gods or «1» 
tbey bad to retire In confusion to th*. 
wlnga. The boy* knew their hunor1 
and wbat tbey liked and did not hes- 
itate to express tbelr opinion*.

Amateur psychologists at West- 


minster college, reports a New Wil- 
mington, Pa., United Press corres- 
pondent, in the Chicago Daily News, 
decided 
on the basis of ques- 


tionnaires and experiments that: 


Food does not cause bad dreams. 
Women sleep more lightly and 


dream more than men. and remem- 
ber their dreams more vividly. 


Dreams do not forecast future 


events. 
In a series of experiments mem- 


bers of psychology classes learned 
that external 
stimuli 
stimulate 


dreams which are definitely con- 
nected with the external forces. 


For instance, icebags placed on 


the head of one victim caused her 
to dream that sh* was sick in * 
hospital and that Ihe nurse was ap- 
plying ice packs. Another one 
dreamed she was caught in a freez- 
ing windstorm. 


The experimenters held a bottle 


of perfume under a girl's nose,, 
caused her to dream that she was 
in a shop buying perfumes and 
testing them by smell. Another girl 
dreamed she was driving on a road 
lined with magnolia trees in full 


The research workers said they 


found that men were "less suscep- 
tible to outside influences in their 
dreams.

Bagpipes Once Used in 


All P*rt« of the World 


In England it is sometimes im- 


agined that the Scots and Irish are 
the only people on earth who play 
bagpipes. But this is not so. The 
instrument is indigenous to a great 
many mountainous tribes m all 
parts of the world, according to a 
writer in Tit-Bits Magazine. 


It is of great antiquity, and the 


"organ" mentioned in Genesis 4: 
21 is derived from the Hebrew word 
"ugab." which is a set of pipes in- 
serted m a wind-bag and blown by 
the mouth 
Later, the Egyptians 


modified it and used bellows. But 
in India, Afghanistan, Persia, Cen- 
tral Asia, and Turkestan, tribes have 
worn the kilt since time immemo- 
rial and played on instruments like 
the bagpipe. 


The bagpipe was one of the favor- 


ite musical instruments of ancient 
Greece and Rome, and appears on 
a coin of the Emperor Nero, who 
was an accomplished performer. In 
the

was used 


throughout Europe in monasteries 
to accompany religious chants, and 
the Scots pipes are very much like

U. S. ENLARGES WAR 


ON FARM INSECTS 


Air and Ground Force* Used 


in Great Bmttle. 


Washington, D. C.—The Depart- 


ment of Agriculture it marshaling 
tfleet of airplanes and a larje field 
met for a $10.000,000 battle this 
year on insect pests. 


While many insects are beneficial 


to farmers, the pests do annual 
damage estimated at more than a 
billion dollars. 
Damage has In- 


ereawd in recent years. 


Pe*t» which the department seeks 


to eradicate include boll-weevils, 
grasshoppers, gipsy and brown-tail 
moths, European corn borers, Jap- 
anese beetles, pink boll-worms and 
fruit flies. 


Drive to Be tuteaslre. 


The campaign will be even more 


Intensive than that which last year 
gave insect pests and plant diseases 
• setback of several years, accord- 
ing to Lee A. Strong, chief of the 
bureau of entomology and plant 
quarantine. 


U»inf grants from federal emer- 


gency relief appropriations, the de- 
partment took recruits from the un- 
employed, trained them and "sent 
them out against forest and crop 
pwts. At the peak of the aeason 
23,574 men were scouting for and 
eradicating insects and plant dis- 
eases. 


Aerial scouting for diseased trees 


proved so effective last year that 
an additional autogiro has been pro- 
vided for the air fleet this year, 
Strong said. Flying observers, he 
said, can readily spot diseased 
trees or the host plants of destruc- 
tive insect pests. 


Airplanes have been used effec- 


tively by plant quarantine scouts in 
the southern citrus belt and in fight- 
ing bollworms and bollweevils in 
cotton fields.

The first Olympic games were as- 


sociated closely with religion and 
we opening day of the competitions 
•lw«ys was devoted to holy rites. 


The games regularly were carried 


on until the conquest of Greece by 
the Romans who prevented the com- 
petitions as a precautionary meas- 
ure.

All public reunions at first were 


prohibited until 393 A. D. The flr»t 
Olympic games had one referee 
known as the Hellanodike. The fif- 
tieth Olympiad sa*v the introduction 
of a second HelJanodike. Subse- 
quently the games became more 
complicated and the HellarAdUti be- 
came ten. 


The Hellanodiki wore official scar- 


let robes during the games which 
lasted 30 days compared with 15 
dayi of competitions in the more 
recent meetings. Their seats -were 
higher than those of the spectators.
